2. Claims 1-4 and 6-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest a method or system of detecting a chemical species comprising an 
oscillating cantilevered beam with a treated portion wherein the oscillation of the beam 
is altered when exposed to the chemical species and wherein a free end of the 
oscillating cantilevered beam taps against a mechanical stop that is coupled to a base 
end of the cantilevered beam and wherein the amplitude of the oscillating cantilevered 
beam is measured with a sense mechanism.
